condition and actuate the protective shutter in response thereto. (for claims 1-21), 
and a protection device comprising: a mis- wiring sensor coupled to the line 
terminals and the cam member, the mis-wiring sensor being configured to sense 
the proper wiring condition and enable rotation of the cam member in response 
thereto (for claims 22-25). 

The previously listed limitation is neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of 
record, alone or in combination. 
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Other prior art cited 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Glazowski, Nattel, Duran, Szilagyi and Gorman disclose a 
receptacle similar to applicant's claimed invention.
